It IB expensive and likewise humiliating to have 
to saluto a foreign flag eVery time a farmer wants to Bliip 
a bushel of wheat, a bale of cotton or a pound of farm 
products across the .ocean. . The American farmer.la on- 
titled to tho.protection of his Bag in Bonding hie1 products 
across the spa, and Congress should give "such ehcourag'p- 
iiient to. shipping intor'esTs!as is necessary tb nie'et foreign 
competition in ocSan.'commefcB. A rocent .bill known, os 
the Seaman's 13111 became a law under 'the President's 
signature nnd Mr. R. P. Schwerln, vicc-prbsident of tha 
Pacific Mail Steamship Company, when asked to define' 
this law and outline its effect upon American steamship 
lince. said in part:

"Thffbll! provides'that no ship of any nationality 'shall be permitted tq 


depart frora any port of tho United States.unless she has on'board a;crevr 
not less than soventj'-flve per centum of \Vhich, in each department {hereof, 
Is able to understand any order given by tho officers of such vessel, nor 
unless forty per centum in the flrst;ycar, forty-live per centum In the second 
year, fifty per centum in the third year, fllty-flvo per centum In the fourth 
year after tlio passage of this Act, and, thereafter slity-llve per centum ot tier 
deck crew, exclusive of licensed officers and apprentices, are1 of a rating not 
less than able seamen.'
